familiar with 
the surroundlims 


for In order to get to th" more- by Ihn 
route they took necessitated breaking 
through three doors. 


The nature of the brenk Is such thnt 


the burglars must have been at work 
over an hour nt least and must neces- 
sarily have made 
considerable noise. 


Yet they departed without taking even 
a bunch of jwxstage stamps which lay 
exposed to their view. 
They were, af- 


ter the two days' receipts that wero 
In the safe and about J200 In cash be- 
longing to Manager William H. Cuz- 
ner. nnd thn fact thnt they missed the 
money borders on the miraculous. 


When Mnnagor Cuzncr entered the 


store this morning about 7.20 o'clock 
his attention was called to tho door 
leading from the cellar to the store 
which was locked 
yesterday 
noon 


when the store closed. The glass In 
this door had been broken 
and 
lay 


scattered In a hundred bits on the 
lloor. Manager 
Cuzner 
Immediately 


went to his private olllce In the rear 
of the store nnd there to his.astonish- 
ment he beheld bis revolver which ho 
kept in the bottom drawer of his desk 
lying on the chair nt his desk. 
Tho 


thieves had taken the trouble to re- 
move the revolver but evidently over- 
looked it In making a hasty departure. 
The papers, bills and other 
articles

were scattered all over the desk ns

closed Is probably tho lightest In Low- 
ell nnd one can rendlly seo through 
the store from the sidewalk In passing, 
when the store Is closed.

TREATYJF PEACE 


Text of the Agreement Between 


Russia and Japan 


PORTSMOUTH, Sept. 
5.—Tho 
peace 


treaty opens with a preamble reciting 
that his majesty, tho limopror nnd tuto 
crat of all the RupMnn?. and the Emperor 
of Japan, desiring to close the *vnr now 
.subsisting butwt-on them, and having ap- 
pointed their respective plenipotentiar- 
ies and furnished them with full powers, 
which were found to bo In form, 
have 


come to an agreement on n treaty of 
peace and arranged as follows: 


Article 1—Stipulates for the re-cstab- 


llshmcr.t of peace nnd 
friendship 
be- 


tween the sovereigns of tho t\vo empires 
and between the subjects of Russia and 
Japan respectively. 


Article 2—Ills Majesty, the Emperor of 


Russia, recognizing tho preponderant In- 
terest from palltlc.il. military nnd eco- 
nomical points of view of Japan in tho 
empire of Korea and stipulates that Rus- 
sia will not oppose nny measures for Its 
government, protection or control, that 
Japan will deem necessary to take In 
Korea In conjunction with the Korean 
government, but Russlnn subjects nnd 
Russian enterprises arc to enjoy the same 
status as the subjects and enterprises of 
other countries. 


Article 3—It Is mutually agreed that the 


territory of Manchuria be simultaneously 
evacuated by both Russian and Japanese 
troops. Both • countries being concerned 
in this evacuation, their situations being 
absolutely Identical. All rights acquired 
by private persons and companies shall 
remain intact. 


Article 4—The rights possessed by Rus- 


sia In conformity with the lease by Rus- 
s!n of Port Arthur and Dalny. together 
with the lands and waters adjacent, shall 
pnes over In their entirety to Japan, but 
the properties nnd rights of Ruffian sub- 
jects are to be safeguarded and respect- 
ed. 


Article &-Ruj*3la and 
Japan 
engage 


themselves reciprocally not to put any ob- 
stacles to the general meaures (which 
chall be alike for all nations) that China 
may take for the development of the 
commerce and Industry of Manchuria. 


Article 6—The Manchnrian railway ehall 


be operated jointly between Russia am 
Japan at Kouang Tscong Tzze. The two 
branch lines shall be employed only for 
commercial nnd industrial purposes. In 
view of Russia keeping hor branch line 
all rights acquired by her convention with 
China for the construction of that rail 
way, Japan acquires the mines In con 
nectlon with such branch line which falls 
to her. However, the rights of prlvat* 
parties or private enterprises arc to be 
respected. Both parties to this treaty re- 
main absolutely free to undertake what 
they rccm . lit on expropriated ground. 


Article 7—Russia and 
Japan 
engage 


themselves to make n conjunction of the 
two branch lines which they own, a' 
Kouang-Tcheng-Tze. 


Article &-It Is agreed that the branch 


lines of tho Manchurlan railway shall be 
worked with avlew 
tonssure commer- 


cial tratHc between them without ob- 
struction. 


Article 5—Russia cedes to Japan 
the 


southern part of Sakhalin Island as far 
north ns the nftieth degree of north lati- 
tude, together with the Islands depend- 
ing thereon. The right of rce navigation 
Is assured In the bays of La Perouse 
and Tar tare. 


Article lf>—This article recites the sit- 


uation of Russian subjects on tho south- 
ern part of Sakhalin Island and stipu- 
lates that Russian colonists there shall bo 
free and shall have the right to remain 
without changing their nationality. Per 
contra, the Japanese government shall 
have the right to force Russian convicts 
to leave the territory which Is ceded to 
her. 


Article II—Russia engages herself to 


make 
agreement with Japan giving to 
Japanese subjects the right to flsh In 
Russian territorial waters of the. Sea-of- 
JuiMii. tho Sea of Okhaks and Behring 
Sea, 
._ 


Article 12—The two high 
contracting 


parties engage themselves to renew the 
commercial treaty existing between the 
two governments prior to tho war in all 
Its vigor with slight modifications in 
tails and with a most favored nation 
clause. 


Article 13—Russia and Japan recipro 


cally engage to restitute their prisoners 
of war on paying the real cost of keop- 
Jng the same, such claim for cost to be 
supported .by documents. 


Article 14—This peace treaty shall bo 


drawn up In two languages. French and 
English. The French text being evidence 
lor the Russians and the EngllPh text 
for the Japanese. In cose of difficulty of 
Interpretation the French document to 
be final evidence. 


Article IS-The ratification of this treaty 


shall bo counter signed by tho sovereign 
of the two states within 
fifty days aftc 


signature. 


Tho French and American emhasMe 


slnll bo intermediaries between tho Jap 
anesc and Russian governments to nn 
nouncc by telegraph the ramification 0 
the treaty.
